It's not yet required that GLCCE Board members 
have a working knowledge of the writings of 
Alfred, Lord Tennyson; but one finds one's 
oracles where one may. 


Our first change and the last in 


a series, we hope __ is for the 
date, time, and place for 
GLCCE/s Annual General 


Meeting. It is now set for March 
11, 2004, at 7.00pm, and will be 
held in the Unitarian Church, 
12530 110 Avenue. 


The AGM was originally set for January 29. 
However, at the special general meeting of 
GLCCE that took place on December 4, the very 
real possibility that the Society would have to 
close the Center led to a working group's being 
established, to assist the Board with its on going 
fundraising and membership drive. 


It then seemed that more time would be needed 
to analyse the results of the campaign, so that a 
report to the AGM can be made, which will be a 
sound basis for those decisions on the Center/s 
and the Society's future, which must be made at 
that meeting. And so, the new date. 


The idea of change is pervading all GLCCE's 
thinking. Many of our readers will by now have 
received letters from the Society, whether in their 
capacity as GLCCE members, as interested 
individuals, as groups with related interests, or as 
businesses serving the GLBT community. These 
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letters outline a restructured membership organ- 
isation, which is intended to expand and 
broaden the Society's membership, and so bring 
it more directly into touch with the community 
it serves; it is also intended to provide a firmer 
base for funding the Center/s operations. It has 
become clear over the last year that, while there 
are various grants for programmes which can be 
run from the Center, and are useful to the 
community, the costs of operating the Center 
itself paying the rent, and bills for office 
expenses must be met directly by the Society 
and its friends. In effect, the Center is the 
Society's gift to the community. We have been 
assured several times by the Federal tax 
authorities that this can in no way be described 
as an act of charity, so of course there has been 
no danger that the community would be 
demeaned by accepting the gift! 


These letters, however, do not deal only with the 
matters of membership and funding. Their main 
immediate objective is to discover whether the 
Center has still a role to play in the GLBT 
community, or whether the Society should 
undertake the final great change, and dissolve. 
We need that input; it may well be that the time 
of the Center is past, and some other thing is 
needed. If the Center is still important to the 
community, then other changes will be needed 
to put it on a sound footing. 


Our noble oracle does have a further comment, 
useful perhaps to some politicians and 
churchmen, and certainly giving us cause for 
thought:

Ruben Studdard's album Soulful is a different beast altogether. When he won top honors on 
American Idol last summer, he receiver the sweetest and smartest deal of them all. A contract 
to J Records (home to Wyclef Jean, Luther Vandross) and a chance to work with music icon 
and producer Clive Davis has resulted in awhile a good album, it's still uneven in a lot of 
places. Some definite songs worth listening to off of Soulful include his very intimate covers 
of the Carpenters' "Superstar", in addition to the Bee Gee's "How Can You Mend A Broken 
Heart".
